Avud for as much as Ju- 
piter and Mars are poſited zn the beſt houſe of Heaven, and in the Aſ- 
ſcendant of England, we may judge the greateſt tranſathons of Europe, 
and of higheſt concernment, will be managed by his Majeſty of England, 
his Connſellors and Condattors, both as to War and Peace, with great 
x magnanimity and haughtineſs of ſpirit, .as unto the Martial part ; 
with as great gravity, and prudence in the Civil part : ad by poſits= 
on of Mars and Jupiter, here # ſtrong hopes of powerfull aſſiſtance (if 
his CMaijcſties occaſion require at) from ſome Northern or Eaſtern 
People. 

Fhe general Aﬀairs of Chriſtendom ſeem to be managed ſome- 
thing confuſcdly ; 1n England with great conrage and vivacuty of ſpirits 
with ſincerity and upright hearts and intentions. 

Pag. 17. Aries being the Sign of the Conjnr lon, and attributed to 
England, we may modeſtly conclude the elevation of his Majeſties Af- 
fairs, and of the whole Kingdom in general. 

Pag. 19. The wernal Revolution ts Diurnal, and Sol inthe 10th 
Hoafe, haſtning to the Conjunttion of Jupiter, T his properly ſignifieth 
the loftineſs ard great expellation of ſome high deſigns now in hand ; 
the World almoſt at a ſtand or amuſed what that ſo great Attion may be : 
if ut be lawful for u to conjetture the ſeries of ut, we have great confi-

- dence, that the whole honour and glory of that Aftion, that Deſign or | 


Defrgns,be they by Sea or Land ſhall redownd unto the high Renown and 
Honour of his Majeſty of Great Britain, and to his Naval Forces 
whereſoever engaged, and againſt whatſoever Enemy or Enemies, 
whether Dutch, Dane, or French,and this to the great comfort of all 
his Majeſties loving Subjets. The Moon gives up her vertue unto 
Mars, as if both the Winds and the Seas were ordained and command- 
£d to fight for the Engliſh ; the configurations of Heaven were ne- 


"ver more propitious for advancement of the whole Brurtsſh Aﬀaits, 


then in this year 1667. . | 
All the Planets relating to England are ſwift iz motion, well forti= 


fied, Venus and the Moon ſlow poſited inthe $th Houſe ; an argument 
that neither the Hollander, nor their Confederate the French, though

ſhall condutt either the Land or Sea Forces, or Perſons of other quality 
employed in the Kingdoms Service ; becauſe that Mats 1s 17 Envlands 
Horoſcopical Sign at the Vernal ingreſs, &c. This might ſerm1o give 
hopes of an accommodation in this preſent War with Holland, if we 
could believe the Hollanders were as yet ſufficiently chaſtiſed for 
their former inſolencies, or had ſuffered that meaſure of misfortunes 
; Which Providence hath afligned for them, from the portends of the 
Second Comet,both by a fearfull Plague, Peftilence, Trſurreflions, De. 
luges by Inundations, ſcarcity of all ſorts of Proviſions, loſs in their 
Fiſhing-Trade, Nawvies, and Merchants Ships, un all and every Place, 
Kingdom or Countrey ;. a wilfull and obſtinate people they are ſignified to 
be, innot embracing thoſe gracious opportunities for Peare which other- 
wiſe might be obtained from his Majeſty of Great Britain : #nto them 
it may be juſtly ſaid, Quos vult perdere hos dementat Jupiter, Axd 
that though ſome Aſpeits are proputions for their aſſiſtance by their Al. 
Hes of Dane and French; yet other Afpeits ſeem to portend,that his Mas 
jefties Forces, or Navies will ſo happily interpoſe, that Monheur will be 
obſtrulted in his intentions of joyming with them, For the ſaid Aſpeft 
faith, the Hollander ſhall meet with all manner of Hinderances, [m- 
pediments and Delayes in all their Affairs, and a general ill diſpoſition of 
what ſever belongs unto them in their own Demin. ons , and that their 
Rich Men, their Aucient Men, their Mimſters, their Boors, or ruſt i- 
cal people, the Mariners and Sea-faring Men, every one 1n hu kind, 
will be weary of thus their War with England, and will blaſpheme and 
curſe one another, and all thoſe who at firſt introduced them to this fatal 
and unluckie War. | 

And further portends their richeſt and moſt noble men ſhall die ; there 
ſhall be great envy and malice betwixt one another, and among thoſe who 
ſhall ſurvive there will beſtrarn ge antmoſities, many and ſeveral accuſa- 


tions, one accuſing and npbraiding another ; whereupon follows great neg-- 


tigence in their general Affairs, the popularity or generality of they 
Subjetts diſdaiming or hating ther Superiours or CMagiſtrates ; many 
of their Subjctts periſhing by Inundation of Waters, many un the Sea 
by Shipmwracks, Fights at Sea; nothing then but a general fear what 
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what we have delivered, we deliver the judgement of Albumazar, coy- 
cerning the approaching Quart of Sol and Saturn, There will be con- 
tinual diviſions betwixt the Rich or momied men, and the great Dons of 
Holland, or their Principal e Magiſtrates, or thoſe who at that 
time ſhall have greateſ# e Authority, Few of thoſe people, viz, of the 
better ſort, ſhall acquire any Wealth by Hereditary Poſſeſſions, or the 
(ommonalty any Fortune or Eſtates by their Induſtry in thus year 67, or 
as long ai the Wars continue betwixt the Engliſh and them, for if ſo 

long as Satars continued in Capricorn, they have had no ſucceſs, 

what may they expe when he is 10 eAquarins, 

And having ſpoken of Saturn, and the labours and many difficulties 
he ts ſignificator of in this year 67, but more particularly unto the Hol-, 
landers ; we will now onely deliver ſome Obſervations from the Rules of 

the Ancients concerning the Engliſh Aﬀarrs, as they at preſent ſland 
March 67. and as for the poſition of Mars un Aries and Medium Cali 
of the Worlds Figure, Pag.

That his Majeſty of Great Britain ſhall have Yittory over bis Enr- <3 


wies , be ſhall- ſnap them, aud take them, and all thoſe who ſhall 
contend with him, Here u manifefted the greatneſs of the King of 
England's beart, bis great dexterity, and ſudden apprehenſion of mat=- 
ters; and that the (ountry-man, and all his Subjetts will love, reve- 
rence, and obey him, every man in his own Sphere. Here is no probabi= 
lity of any Commotion, wherehy his Majeſties Enemies may have cauſe 
of rejoycing + And ſo we end our Fudgment of the Vernal Ingreſs, with 
this Antmadyerfſion, That the Dutch, Daniſh, and French may per- 
cerve his Majeſtic of Englands Aﬀ airs are like to be proſperous and
